Correcting a W rong Im pression R e­ 
garding the Colum bian Exposi­ 
tion's Prospects.

WORLD’S FAIR. 
A Roast of Chicago’s Sacrifices to the 
W orld. 
Chicago, September 23ri.—The Daily Seivs, 
in an editorial, says ; Outside critics who 
have claimed that Chicago was withhold­ 
ing anything within its power to offer for 
the success o*' the World's Columbian Ex­ 
position, are disarmed. Beside tbesplendid 
site already selected, Chicago adds one of 
her most jeaiouslv guarded parks for the 
purpose of satisfying the country and the 
world. The best within her gift is none 
too good for the exposition. It is neverthe­ 
less true the original decision of the Board 
of Directors, that the lake front is essentia! 
to the financial success of the exposition, 
has not been modified in the least. The 
tender of Washington Tark, in order that a 
practical yet lim ¡table space may be fur­ 
nished to prospective exhibitors, in no sense 
alters the original plan of utilizing as much 
as possible the lake front for the central 
features of the great display. This still re­ 
mains as essential as ever. The collective 
wisdom of the Commission and Directors 
will doubtless uphold the original plan, 
upon which Chicago places so much reli­ 
ance for the material success of the exposi­ 
tion, viz : that the lake front shall be both 
the corner-stone and the cope-stone of the 
great exposition, to which as much of the 
entire South Park system as may be util­ 
ized will stand in an auxiliary relation. 
RESTRICTIONS REMOVED. 
W ashington, September 23d.—Acting 
Secretary Grant of the War Department 
has addressed a letter to Secretary Butter- 
worth of the World’s Columbian Exposi­ 
tion Directory in reference to the use ot the 
Chicago lake front for the Columbian ex­ 
position. 
Grant says the department has arrived 
at the following conclusion: "The old 
harbor line, 2,000 feet inside the west wall 
of the breakwater, is established and ex­ 
tended south. The restrictions heretofore 
existing between the prolongation of the 
center of Monroe street and Park row, in­ 
side of the harbor line, are removed upon 
condition that the Illinois Central Com­ 
pany consent to the provisions of the Act 
of the State of Illinois, approved August 5, 
1890, and the ordinance of the city of Chi­ 
cago, adopted September 15, 1890, and re­ 
lease all claims to the land between the 
points named and east of their right of 
way.”

from the tone of certain foreign newspapers 
which have mistaken the expressions of such 
tourists as those of the American people: and, 
whereas, the basis of such reports is evidently 
an erroneous idea as to the reasons which led 
to the selection of Chicago as the location of the 
exposition; and, whereas, such reports being 
entirely based on false assumptions cannot but 
be harmful to the purposes of the Exposition; 
therefore, be it 
Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Com­ 
mission. the act of Congress selecting Chicago 
as the location of the exposition was wisely and 
advisedly taken.

FINISHING UP. 


The R epublican Conferees and the Tariff 
Bill. 
W ashington, September 23d.—The Re­ 
publican tarifl conferees took a respite from 
their labors to-night. The situation is now 
such that no good, it is thought, can come 
ot talking the matter over any fartner. 
The conferees have had turned on them all 
the light that can be diffused upon the 
only items in the bill now unsettled by 
sugar and binding twine, and when they 
adjourned to night it was hoped that by 
to-morrow one side or the other will show 
a disposition to yield. 
The basis on which tne metal and glass­ 
ware schedules, which have been the causes 
of much contention, were settled to-night, 
was that steel rails and structural iron 
remain 89 in the House bill, and the duty 
on steel billets is fixed at a rate lower than 
that provided for by the House bill and 
higher than fixed by the Senate. These 
were three of the principal items in this 
schedule in dispute. 
The rates fixed on other items íd the 
schedule cannot be given, but are very gen­ 
erally lower than tfie House and higher 
than the Senate rates. This last statement 
applies also to the glassware schedule, on 
which were a great many differences in 
rates betwen the two branches of Congress. 
The tobacco clauses of the internal revenue 
section of the bill remain as fixed by the 
House, with the exception that the tax on 
tobacco and snuff is reduced two cents, 
instead of four cents, making the rate pro­ 
vided by the bill six cents per pound. 
May 1st is fixed as the period when the 
tobacco clauses measure go into effect. 
Special licenses on dealers are abolished. 
This is provided far by the House bill. 


SENSIBLE TALK. 


The President of the Toronto Com m er­ 
cial Union Club*» Speech. 
T oronto, September 23d.—At the an­ 
nual meeting of the Commercial Union 
Club to-night, I’resident Goldwin Smith, 
in sneaking of the McKinley bill, said : 
“ It is a great disaster, and will be 
felt much more by the Canadian farm­ 
ers than by those having nothing per­ 
sonally to lose by it. The latter class, 
of course, can afford to receive it with 
trumpet notes of patriotic defiance. The 
McKinley bill, however, is not pointed 
against Canada It is a measure of domestic 
not foreign policy.” 
He read a letter from Senator Sherman 
to Erastus Wiman, in which the Senator 
said, he believed that with a little forbear­ 
ance and moderation on both sides of the 
line, the fteling will become universal 
that special arrangements for reciprocity 
and trade should be entered into between 
the two countries. The Senator intends, 
he says, at first opportune moment to 
offer a resolution for reciprocity, and test 
the sense of the Senate. 
Smith said SenatorSherman’s statements 
were corroborated by all advices from 
other quarters. He spoke of as ridiculous 
the notion that Americans are always fix­ 
ing greedy eyes on Canada and plotting 
against her independence. “When Canada 
elects her own Governor-General,” said he, 
"the fisheries question, will be easily set­ 
tled. But, of course, we cannot expect the 
Americans will do for the Canadian Gov­ 
ernment—which shows itself unfriendly to 
them—flhe same which they would do for 
a friendlv Government.” 


M 'AULIFFE AND SLAVIN. 
They May Meet Under Moditled Condi­ 
tions. 
London, September 23d.—Slavin and Me- 
Aulifie were arraigned in the Lambeth Po­ 
lice Court this morning and bound over to 
keep the peace in £1,000, each furnishing 
surety to appear when called upon. If any 
breach of the peach occurs warrants will be 
issued and the case be sent before the com­ 
mitting magistrate. 
Lord Lonsdale was present at the Or­ 
monde Club meetiDg to-day. which lasted 
two hours. The Secretary of the club stated 
that by the decision of the magistrates the 
two pugilists are at liberty to compete. 
Therefore, with the view of coinciding with 
the magistrate’s remarks, the men agreed 
to reduce the Dumberof rounds from thirty 
to fifteen.

Another 
provision is that if the fight is broken up 
by the police after the men are in 
the ring, each pugilist is to get £350.

OREGON’S POPULATION. 


It is Not Probable tliat a Recount W ill 
be O rdered. 
W ashington, September 233.—John D. 
Leland, special agent of the Census Office, 
who Iras been in Portland. Oregon. lookiDg 
after the recount of that city aud Multno­ 
mah county, which was undertaken by the 
citizens, has returned to this city. He was 
snrprised to learn that petitions were com­ 
ing in from various portions of the State 
asking for a recount of tne entire State. 
When he left public sentiment seemed to 
be satisfied with the recount of Portland 
and the county where that city is located. 
The total population is now placed at about 
320,000, which will give the Slate an ad­ 
ditional Member of Congress, and this is 
the main point in the entire controversy. 
Leland says he is opposed to a recount of 
the State for two reasons. 
First, that the 
figures as now ascertained give the State all 
the population that it is entitled to; second, 
that the reasons which justified the recount 
of Portland do not apply to the entire 
State, and a general recount is not war­ 
ranted by the facts. The Secretary of the 
Interior has the matter still under consid­ 
eration, but it seems highly probable that 
the conclusiou reached will be adverse to 
ordering a recount of the State. 


Dunn D iscredits Dunn. 
John P. Dunn, State Controller of Cali­ 
fornia, is out iu a long article in which he 
says 45 cents on $100, the levy called for by 
the Democratic platform, is sufficient for 
State purposes. He says it would raise 
$4.415,445 53 and has a somewhat elabor­ 
ate array of figures to support his opinion 
that Democratic management is the safest 
and most economical. 
It is probably not known to many people 
that the rate named in the Republican 
platform was fixed after a consultation with 
Controller Dunn. The chairman of the 
Platform Committee says Mr. Dunn was 
a9ked what rate would he sufficient to raiss 
the funds necessary for an economical ad­ 
ministration of the State government and 
that functionary answered that 55 centa 
was about right.

Colonel 
Twigg, who resides in India, has lived 
there many years and is thoroughly famil­ 
iar with the facts, states that C hristianity 
is not making progress in India. 
On the 
subject of theosophy, he declared that it 
•was a dead issue ¡ 
that the departure of 
Madame Blavatskv from India had about 
closed up the miracle-working shop and 
that theosophy would very soon be a thing 
of the past. 
As to the work being done by 
P undita Rauiabai, Colonel Twigg had not 
heard of it. 
The announcement that theosophy was 
not gaining ground in India stirred up at 
once the Theosophists. 
It was horrifying 
to believe that Madame Blavatskv did 
not with the force of her will bring a 
shawl -.ill the way from London to India 
through the air ; that she did not on the 
occasion of a picnic, when a fine cup was 
broken, materialize a new cup by the 
power of magic, in all respects like the one 
destroyed; that she and her adepts were 
not in the habit of projecting their astral 
bodies to a great distance, and holding 
conveinations by a process of reincarnation 
of those bodies at distant places and then 
by a process of disembodiment returning 
to the old original body, as if the astral 
elem ent had been taking a day off or made 
an excursion to a distant locality. 
T hat 
these things ever happened either in In ' 
diu, in Europe or America is, of course, a 
living absurdity, but the Secretary of the 
G olden Gate Lodge of the Theoosphical 
Society 
in San Francisco im m ediately 
rushed to the rescue of theosophy and de­ 
clared that theosophy is 
spreading and 
th e s n iety is increasing in India at this 
tim e more rapidly than ever before. 
He 
quotes from the Indian Mirror a declaration 
th at the Theosophical Society has done 
more for India than most people are 
aware, that every large town has abranchi 
and that to become a theosophist is to be­ 
come a good citizen ; all of which indi­ 
cates that the editor of the Mirror is a 
Theosophist. 
But the most significant part of the 
controversy, to which the declaration of 
Colonel John H . Twigg had given rise, re­ 
lates to the Kamabai. 
This paper recently 
indulged in some discussion of the Raruabai 
fad, and denounced the wretched senti­ 
m entalism on which it was founded, where­ 
upon it was assailed by some of the officers 
of the Kamabai Association with declara­ 
tions that the statements made in these 
colum ns had done gross injustice to the 
m agnitude aud character of the great 
work of reclaiming Indian child widows. 
AVe were informed among other things 
th a t instead of there being but one child 
widow in charge of the Ramabai in the 
school which the Pundita has established 
in the vicinity of Bombay, there were at 
least twenty-seven child widows in the 
establishment.

Sarah B Cooper of San Francisco re­ 
garding the work being done by the Pun­ 
d ita Kamabai in India.

“ We insist that the conduct of municipal af­ 
fairs is business and should be transacted on 
business principles.” 
This is but another way of saying that 
party politics and municipal government 
should be divorced, a proposition that must 
be made reality before the cities of Amer­ 
ica will be economically and well governed, 
and their a flairs administered for the best 
interests of the people. 


T h e State Departm ent approves the 
action of the American M inister to G uate­ 
mala in the Barrundia aflair and declares 
that he not only acted wisely, but th at his 
letter to Captain Pitts was strictly within 
the line of duty under the text and spirit 
of international law.

W anton D estruction by Soldiers aud tlie 
P eople. 
W ashington, September 2 3 !—The De­ 
partm ent of Slate has received from the 
United Slates Legation at Pekin, China, a 
report relative to the recent heavy lfooda. 
The report says the floods were tne most 
serious ever known in an area of 3 000 
miles, and a population of several millions 
is attected by them. 
Many people were 
drowned and tens of thousands are living 
on charity. One result of the floods may 
have far-reaching consequences. 
Near Lu- 
tai, which is a noint on the railroad from 
Rong Kio to Pong-shan, the railway em­ 
bankment was destroyed by the people for 
miles. 
It was alleged that this em bank­ 
ment was damaged by water and flooded 
the country. It is supposed that th*G en­ 
eral in command at Lutai either instigated 
or connived at these proceedings, in which 
his soldiers largely took part. A very seri­ 
ous feature of the case is the stupidness of 
the Viceroy. H e has doDe nothing to pre­ 
vent these lawless proceedings. 
The Tong Shaw colliery is stopped. 3 000 
men are out of employment, and operations 
on the railroad suspended. 
This destruction was wanton and un­ 
necessary. 
All the proceedings indicate 
anti-railroad excitement, which may result 
in postponing indefinitely any further rail­ 
road enterprise in China.

THE PA1HE BREAK. 


YOLO COUNTY BUILDING A SUBSTAN­ 
TIAL LEVEE ACEOSS IT. 


A T hou sand Y ards o f E m b a n k m en t T hat 


W ill Cost Som e T h irty T h o u ­ 


san d D o lla rs. 


A small army of men are engaged in 
bnilding an immense levee across the 
Paine break, on the Yolo side of the river, 
about a mile and a half below Washington. 
The work was ordered done by the Super­ 
visors ot Yolo county, and the contract let 
to Samuel M. Montgomery, a well-known 
contractor of Woodland, under whose im ­ 
mediate direction the north levee on the 
American river, near this city, was built a 
number of years ago. The cost of the 
present undertaking will be in the neigh­ 
borhood of $30,000, but the strip ot levee 
will, it is said, be the strongest and most 
formidable piece ever built on ibe river. 
This was made necessary on account of the 
sharp bend in the stream at that point, 
where the levee, on account ot its weak­ 
ness last winter, was swept away by the 
force of the current. 
A R ecord Union reporter went down to 
the break yesterday, and found a large 
num ber of men and teams busily engaged 
in building the base of the levee. The dam, 
composed of brush, sand bags and piles, 
that was constructed a couple of months 
ago, has become so solidly packed that it 
turns the current of the ri<Ver as effect­ 
ively as if a levee were there, and at 
present what water is on the other side 
of the dam comes from si page and back 
water in the tules. There is. of course, 
no current inside the levee, and the work­ 
men are making good headway in filling 
in behind the dam and getting a founda­ 
tion for the new levee. The water in the 
center of the break, where the main force 
of men are now working, is from ten to 
twelve feet in depth, and a large am ount 
of sediment will have to be clumped by 
the teams before the bed is filled to the 
surface of the water. 
Gaugs of men are working at both ends 
of the break, and althongh the work was 
commenced but a week ago yesterday, 
about 250 feet of the foundaiion on each 
end is completed, leaving a space of about 
300 feet in ibe center yet to be finished. 
The dimensions of the embankm ent can 
be imagined when it is stated that the base 
is to be from 150 to 200 feet wide and the 
top eighteen feet in breadth. The tot) will 
be about three feet above the old levee and 
there will be a filling of about ten feet of 
earth on the sacks and brush that were 
sunk to form the dam last spring. The 
latter will be on the outside slope of the 
levee and thus afford a great protection 
against the washing of the base by the cur­ 
rent of the river. 
The roadway, when 
the levee is completed, will be just inside 
the row of piles and almost as high. 
Mr. Montgomery says it will probably be 
the middle of November before the work 
is completed. About 70 000 yards of earth 
will have to be hauled, and with fifty teams 
working steadily he says that two months 
more will undoubtedly see the undertaking 
finished. 
Yesterday there were 100 men and thirty 
teams at work. To day ten more wagons 
will be put on, and when the foundation is 
built across the crevasse the num ber of 
teams will be increased to fifty. The men 
work from 6 o'clock in the morning until 
6 in the evening. They live in a camp on 
the north side of the break, and four Chi­ 
nese are employed to prepare their meals. 
The sediment used in the work is ob­ 
tained on either side of the break. On the 
south end there are eleven acres of this 
material and at the opposite end about 
three acres. 


LIABILITY OF LANDLORDS, 


A re T h e y R e sp o n sib le fo r M oney G iven 
T h e ir C le rk s fo r b a fe -K e tp in g ? 
An interesting point came np in a case 
tried before Judge Henry yesterday, in­ 
volving the liability of landlords of hotels 
for moneys deposited with them (or their 
agents) for safe-keeping. 
On the 1st of 
August las* S. C. Pelton arrived from 
Shingle Springs about 3 o’clock in the 
morning, and put up at the State House, 
where he had been accustomed to stop. 
H e bad $125 in his purse, and this he gave 
to the clerk behind the desk for safe-keep 
ing until morning. He saw the clerk 
place the money in an envelope, indorse 
the latter and pul it iu the money-till. The 
clerk then escorted him to his room. 
The next morning neither tbe clerk nor 
the money could be found, and the propri­ 
etors ot the hotel—Messrs. Kinney & W il­ 
son—denied any knowledge of the trans­ 
action or responsibility for the alleged loss. 
Pelton then sued them for the money, and 
the case was heard yesterday. The plain­ 
tiff was represented by S. S. Holl and the 
defendants by W. Matthews and A. J. 
Bruner. 
The defense held that, under a strict 
construction of the Civil Code, the propri­ 
etors of the hotel were not liable; that the 
law provided that landlords were not re­ 
sponsible for any losses of money or valu­ 
ables when the same were not deposited in 
the hotel safe: that in this case the money 
was not so deposited, and the plaintiff was 
aware of the fact, as he had testified; that 
it was incumbent on him to see that tbe 
money was deposited in the safe before he 
could legally demand its repayment by the 
proprietor. 
Justice H enry did not take this view of 
the matter, however, and awarded judg­ 
ment in favor of the plaintiff for $125 and 
costs. 
He said that travelers were not ex­ 
pected to carry in tlieir pockets the com­ 
binations of hotel sates, and that when 
Pelton deposited his money with the clerk 
for safe keeping he did all that was re­ 
quired of him. and naturally supposed it 
would be placed in the safe. 
The case will probably be appealed.

DILATORY VOTERS. 


U pw ard o f T h ree T housand W ho D ave 
N ot Yet R egistered . 
Two years sgo there were 0 700 voters in 
this city and 8,390 in the country precincts, 
and there is no reason to suppose there is a 
less num ber here now. Some of those may 
have removed, but many others have come 
in, as the list of transfers from other coun­ 
ties show, and there is also the usual num ­ 
ber of new voters known as “ twenty-one- 
sters.” Hence it is reasonable to suppose 
that there should be fully as many voters 
registered this year. 
But, although the time in which voters 
may register is glowing short, there are 
only some 5 000 names on the new register, 
and unless both city and country voters 
register at a livelier rate than they have 
been doing thus far, there will be many 
hundreds, if not a thousand or two, dis­ 
franchised. There are plenty of Deputy 
Registrars about, and any person who 
cannot conveniently visit tbe office of the 
County Clerk or Assessor, will be registered 
at his home by sending word to eitner of 
these officials.

Brewing Company, C. M. Campbell, H. 
Weinrich & Co., and Dierssen & Co., 
creditors of the firm of Wilson & Kinney, 
jointly petitioned 
the 
Superior 
Court 
to have the latter declared insolvent and 
for the appointment of a receiver. The 
first-named firm has a claim against them 
of $280 49 for grocerie-; the next of $111 
for beer and ice; tbe next of $52 for furni­ 
ture; the next of $84 85 for liquors, aDd 
the last-named of $163 55 for groceries. 
Johnson, Johnson <fc Johnson are their at­ 
torneys. 
Nearly all of the creditors of Wilson & 
Kinney met last evening at the office of 
Messrs. Bruner & Bruner, the firm’s attor­ 
neys. for the purpose of considering the 
situation and. ii possible, arriving at some 
m utual understanding regarding a settle­ 
ment of their claims. 
W. A. Gett, attorney for Herz-'g & Odell, 
was also present. All the creditors at the 
conference, with the exception of the lat­ 
ter, agreed to go ahead with their petition 
to the Court to declare Wilson & Kinney 
insolvent. They all said they were willing 
to have an assignee appointed, have the 
affairs of the firm straightened out and 
take their pro rata of whatever the property 
might bring when sold. 
Mr. Gett declined to join with them. He 
said his clients were sat sfied that there 
was property and money enough to satisfy 
their attachment, and proposed to find it, 
if possible. They had a bill for $251 43, 
and would not take a cent less than the 
face of it. 
The other creditors then decided to pur­ 
sue the course they had mapped out, and 
ask the Court to declare Wilson A Kinney 
insolvent. 
During the consultation the fact was de­ 
veloped—as admitted by Mr. Wilson, who 
was present—that the hotel safe contained 
various sums of money, ranging from 
$20 to $150, deposited by guests of the 
hotel. Mr. Wilson said he could not tell 
exactly what the respective sums were, nor 
the names of the depositors, bat each de­ 
posit was in an envelope, with the owner's 
name written thereon. 
Wilson, it appears, changed the combina­ 
tion of the safe, and has possession of the 
keys 
It is hinted that some of the parties 
who deposited money in the safe will take 
immediate action to recover the same. 
Another fact developed at the meeting is 
that Kinney, who was said to have started 
for the East, is at Reno. One report says 
he is running a game of same kind there. 
Wilson states that Kinney was on his way 
East, but stopped at Reno in compliance 
with a telegraphic request from him, and 
that he can oe on hand at any time, if his 
presence becomes necessary to a settlement 
of their affairs. 
Mr. Matthews, a San Francisco attorney, 
who has also been retained by Wilson it 
Kinney, stated that the latter, by the terms 
of their contract with C. A. Jenkins, have 
the right to the use of the furniture in the 
hotel, valued at $12,000, for four years yet; 
and that if Mr. Jenkins, or anyone else, 
wants to use it, the rental thereof will in a 
very short time pay every dollar they owe. 
If, therefore, the creditors would unite in 
having an assignee appointed and transfer 
all their claims to him, they would all get 
their money in due time. 
In the meantime, S C. Pelton has secured 
a judgment for $125 aud costs against 
Wilson & Kinney, for money deposited 
with their cleik, and a writ of execution 
will probably be issued this morning. 
It has been agreed between counsel for 
Herzog & Odell and Kinney A W ilson’s 
counsel to have the suit commenced by the 
former heard in the Justice’s Court to-mor­ 
row at 10 o'clock. 
As th t novelists say, “the plot thickens,” 
and the situation is becoming more end 
more complicated (and therefore interest­ 
ing) every day.

Sweeney 
of Iowa, who had not been expected so 
soon, came in at this juncture, and both 
he and Mudd cast votes necessary to make 
a quorum. 
The further proceedings were remakably 
expedite maraud O’Ferrell, the lonely Dem ­ 
ocratic sentinel, was absolutely powerless 
to check the majority. 
The aye aDd nay vote declaring Venable 
not eleced. showed 165 Republicans in at 
tendance, including those who did not 
vote, bu’ were paired. 
T. M. Brown of In­ 
diana, Butterworth, Connell, Ewart, Finley, 
Hansborough, Peters and W ilson of K en­ 
tucky, were the Republicans absent w ith­ 
out pairs, and of these Brown, Finley and 
W ilson had leaves on account of sickness. 
The Miller case, which followed the 
Langston case, was even a greater surprise, 
and in fact it whs not known generally, 
even to the Republicans, that the leaders 
contemplated this move. 
The Democratic minority was consider­ 
ably vexed over the result of the day’s 
proceedings, and a call for a caucus was 
circulated wilh the purpose of endeavoring 
to unite the parly by way of retaliation 
upon the policy of treatment of the con­ 
ference report upon the tariff bill, which 
would require the Republicans to maintain 
a quorum to dispose of the report.
